Qu ite a party of farmers from this 
v icin ity an d citizen s of Dix on were 
gathered at the station 
when the 
train pu lled in an d withou t an y de­ 
lay the program was . carried ou t. 
Professor Hopkin s an d his corps of 
specialists had ev ery facility at han d 
to demon strate the v alu able ex peri­ 
men ts which hav e been con du cted in 
the agricu ltu ral ex perimen t station 
of the 
Un iv ersity of Illin ois. 
The 
professor’s 
address was a straight, 
practical talk which an y on e cou ld 
u n derstan d 
an d told the 
farmers 
man y thin gs which wou ld aid them 
in makin g their fields more produ c­ 
tiv e. 
Part of the mission of the lectu rers 
is to tell the farmers how to grow 
the best corn for stock feedin g, the 
best for meal, the best for starch 
an d for other produ cts in to which 
man y million s of bu shels of Illin ois 
corn are an n u ally con v erted. 
The 
con stitu en t parts of 
all 
grain s of 
corn are the same, bu t the propor­ 
tion s v ary , an d it is this v ariation 
which makes certain kin ds of corn 
better su ited to certain pu rposes than 
to others. 
Man u factu rers of starch au d glu ­ 
cose also ex tract from corn a v ege­ 
table oil which is worth abou t 5 cen ts 
a pou n d. The lectu rers told the farm­ 
ers that if they care to make a spe­ 
cialty of raisin g corn for these man ­ 
u factu rers they can add 5 cen ts a 
bu shel to its v alu e by breedin g it by 
selection so as to dev elop that part of 
the grain in which the oil is fou n d. 
As the time approaches for corn 
plan tin g it will 
he well for ev ery 
farmer in the great corn belt of the 
middle west to remember that bare 
spots in his corn field can be cer­ 
tain ly av oided on ly by carefu lly test­ 
in g ev ery ear of seed corn before 
pu ttin g the grain s from it in to the 
grou n d. 
In Iowa, Nebraska, North­ 
ern Missou ri. Northern Illin ois, Kan ­ 
sas, In dian a an d Ohio this precau ­ 
tion is especially n ecessary , for corg 
that has been tou ched by frost be­ 
fore matu rity , is barren . 
The agricu ltu ral college of Illin ois 
has dwelt mu ch u pon this fact, poin t­ 
in g ou t that in some season s the av ­ 
erage acre y ield can be v ery largely 
in creased if the farmer will, before 
plan tin g, make su re that ev ery ear 
of his seed corn is fertile. 
The test 
is simply made by plan tin g in moist 
earth, in a warm room, a few grain s 
from each ear which it is proposed 
to u se for seed, rejectin g those ears 
from which the seed do n ot germin ­ 
ate. 
In the sou th this testin g is n ot so 
n ecessary , sin ce there the corn fields 
are seldom v isited by frost before 
the grain is matu re. 
In the Gu lf 
states, by the way , plowin g for corn 
will soon begin , has, in fact, already 
begu n in some places. 
In the in terest of n ation al pros­ 
perity n o more helpfu l work can be 
don e than that which these Illin ois 
mision aries of 
more corn to 
the 
acre 
hav e set before 
themselv es. 
Corn is, as ev ery body kn ows, 
ou r 
greatest crop, this y ear ex ceedin g in 
v alu e cotton an d its by -produ cts in 
abou t the ratio of fiv e to three. The 
west was bu ilt u p by corn #an d the 
hog, an d ev ery y ear makes both n ec­ 
essary to the world. 
If the sou th has practically a mo­ 
n opoly on the world’s

Lanark, 111., Feb. 21.— The sm all­ 
pox st are of which rep orts have been 
sp read broadcast, is not as bad as has 
been reported. 
It is a fact that there 
are twenty case« of the disease in 
this city but none of them are of a 
dangerous condition, and it is noth­ 
ing more or less than vairloid. and 
that 
very mild. 
As a precaution 
last evening the mayor issued a p ro­ 
clamation forbidding all public gath­ 
erings and thq schools h a\e been 
closed. 
There are some cases in the coun­ 
try near here as well as north of 
Milledgeville, and the total number 
of cases will not ex ceed twenty-four 
in Carroll county. 
The state health 
officers are working with the local 
health dep artment, and every known 
precaution is being used to prevent 
any additional spread 
of the ep i­ 
demic. 
People are being vaccinated 
and houses are being fumigated and 
disinfected. 
It is believed that the 
epidemic is under the control of the 
health officers. 
The cause of the present number of 
cases was probably due to fault in 
diagnosing the first case th a t ap ­ 
peared in the city, and this resulted 
in contagion being sp read unknow­ 
ingly. 
However, the authorities feel 
confident that there will be no addi­ 
tional spread of the disease. Although 
there are some who are anx ious in 
the village, yet all have joined hands 
and are willing to sacrifice in order 
to stamp out the disease. 
No quar­ 
antine has been placed on the village 
by any of the other towns as has been 
reported.

Denver. Feb . 21.— The Times say s; 
“H arry Orchard, who is under arrest 
in Idaho charged with assassinating ^ 
Form er Governor Steunenb erg,

who has made a confession charging 
the leaders of the W estern Federation 
of Miners with instigating a num b er 
of dy namite outrages and murders, was 
in the employ of the Cripple Creek 
Mine Owners* association as a detec­ 
tive during the great strike in the Crip­ 
ple Creek district.

•rs' association. He was instructed to 
attend the meetings of the union and 
report daily . Orchard continued in the 
employ of the Mine Owners’ associa­ 
tion until June. 1904. The day b efore 
the explosion which wrecked the Inde­ 
pendence station he collected some life
